Now (hut (he strife is spreading 


hroughout the land,.and that the 
coplc are dividing very generally

o carried. 


Undoubtedly, if the fighting con- 


iuues lo spread, the allies will ha 
bligcd to send an army into Gcr- 
inny and force a settlement that 
rill be satisfactory to the major- 
y of the people.
